Summary of Record of Interview Requirements 

Manual of Patent Examining Procedure (MPEP), Section 713.04, Substance of Interview Must be Made of Record 

A complete written statement as to the substance of any face-to-face, video conference, or telephone interview with regard to an application must be made of record in the 
j application whether or not an agreement with the examiner was reached at the interview. 

Title 37 Code of Federal Regulations (CFR) § 1.133 Interviews 
Paragraph (b) 

In every instance where reconsideration is requested in view of an interview with an examiner, a complete written statement of the reasons presented at the interview as 
warranting favorable action must be filed by the applicant. An interview does not remove the necessity for reply to Office action as specified in §§ 1.1 1 1 , 1 .135. (35 U.S.C. 132) 

37 CFR §1 .2 Business to be transacted in writing. 
All business with the Patent or Trademark Office should be transacted in writing. The personal attendance of applicants or their attorneys or agents at the Patent and 
Trademark Office is unnecessary. The action of the Patent and Trademark Office will be based exclusively on the written record in the Office. No attention will be paid to 
any alleged oral promise, stipulation, or understanding in relation to which there is disagreement or doubt. 



The action of the Patent and Trademark Office cannot be based exclusively on the written record in the Office if that record is itself 
incomplete through the failure to record the substance of interviews.

The Interview Summary Form shall be given an appropriate Paper No., placed in the right hand portion of the file, and listed on the 
"Contents" section of the file wrapper. In a personal interview, a duplicate of the Form is given to the applicant (or attorney or agent) at the 
conclusion of the interview. In the case of a telephone or video-conference interview, the copy is mailed to the applicant's correspondence address 
either with or prior to the next official communication. If additional correspondence from the examiner is not likely before an allowance or if other 
circumstances dictate, the Form should be mailed promptly after the interview rather than with the next official communication.

- Application Number (Series Code and Serial Number) 

- Name of applicant 

- Name of examiner 

- Date of interview 

- Type of interview (telephonic, video-conference, or personal) 

- Name of participant(s) (applicant, attorney or agent, examiner, other PTO personnel, etc.) 

- An indication whether or not an exhibit was shown or a demonstration conducted 

- An identification of the specific prior art discussed 

- An indication whether an agreement was reached and if so, a description of the general nature of the agreement (may be by . 
attachment of a copy of amendments or claims agreed as being allowable). Note: Agreement as to allowability is tentative and does 
not restrict further action by the examiner to the contrary. 

- The signature of the examiner who conducted the interview (if Form is not an attachment to a signed Office action) 

It is desirable that the examiner orally remind the applicant of his or her obligation to record the substance of the interview of each case 
unless both applicant and examiner agree that the examiner will record same. Where the examiner agrees to record the substance of the interview, 
or when it is adequately recorded on the Form or in an attachment to the Form, the examiner should check the appropriate box at the bottom of the 
Form which informs the applicant that the submission of a separate record of the substance of the interview as a supplement to the Form is not 
required.

A verbatim or highly detailed description of the arguments is not 
required. The identification of the arguments is sufficient if the general nature or thrust of the principal arguments made to the 
examiner can be understood in the context of the application file. Of course, the applicant may desire to emphasize and fully 
describe those arguments which he or she feels were or might be persuasive to the examiner.)

Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: The Applicant desired to resolve some of the issues such that the 
lengthy prosecution of the applciaiton could be concluded more quickly. The outstanding enablement and prior art 
rejections were discussed. It was agreed that the references and declarations presented by the applicant were effective 
in overcoming the enablement rejections regarding the treatment and prevention of cancer using the claimed 
composition wherein the cancer antigen is the Her2/neu gene product. The scope of enablement with regards to 
cancer cell antigens generally is still under consideration. The Examiner noted that a further declaration and/or further 
references inidcating that one in the art would accept the teachings of Her2/neu as indications of the utility of the 
claimed composition with other cancer cell antigens would be persuasive. 

It was also agreed that the term -naturally occuring-- would be inserted into the claims, instead of the term "native," to 
describe the cancer cell antigens. The change would help to distinguish from the artificial antigens of Falo (and thus the 
103 rejection citing the reference), and would resolve the issue of the indefinitness of the term "native cancer cell 
antigen." The change would represent a limitation to non-artifical cancer cell antigens such as are taught by Falo, but 
are not limited to antigens from the subject to be treated with the claimed composition. The Applicant noted a concern 
that the amendment not represent a limitation to only naturally-occuring antignes wherein the claims exclude modified 
forms of naturally occuring antigens. The Examiner noted that he did not believe that such a limitation was required, 
and indicated that the applicant should address the concern in the Response making the agreed amendments. 
The prior art rejection over Dubensky was discussed, and the Applciant described the distinctions regarding the viral 
vector technologies usd in the reference and by the Applicant. The Examiner agreed to take this into consideration, and 
to reexamine the applicability of Dubensky in view of the additional information.. 
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
